Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art specifically Deutsch (Deutsch et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,724,885 Bl) and Randall 
(Randall et al., U.S. Patent No. 7,248,677 B2) failed to render obviousness in combination or 
individually, and failed to anticipate individually the following limitations: 

"A method for routing calls of an automatic call distributor system, comprising: receiving a call 
from a caller requesting connection with one of a plurality of agents; providing the caller with an option 
to commit to a predetermined time limit for the call time; and assigning a higher priority to the call if the 
caller commits to the predetermined time limit" as disclosed in independent claims 1,15, 29, and 
43. For these reasons, independent claims 1, 15, 29, and 43 are allowed. Claims 2-14, 16-28, 
and 30-42 are depended of independent claims 1,15, and 29; therefore, claims 2-14, 16-28, 
and 30-42 are allowed for their dependency from independent claims 1,15, and 29.
